M Y portable typewriter broke down. The link 
on the letter "D” had snapped, and the lid over 
the keys and ribbon reels had come adrift. An Kng- 

lish typewriter shop fixed the machine. The bill: 
five shillings and sixpence—about 80 cents. 

I had taken the same machine several times 
Into a Canadian typewriter store—in Victoria. The 
store was owned by the people who had manu¬ 
factured my typewriter. I had never, as far as I 
could recall, had even minor repair’s done to the 
machine for less than $4. 

I had mv hair cut by an English barber. The 
bill: one shilling sixpence, or less than 22 cents. My 
last haircut in Canada cost me $1.50. 

* * * 

I went across the street to an off-licence shop 
(a place, which happened to l>e a branch of a 
grocery store, licensed to sell beer, wine and 
spirits). I bought a quart bottle of cider to he 
shared among three of us, with a meal. 

The price of the quart of cider: one shilling 
and tenpence. or less than .TO cents. The cider was 
of good quality. British Columbia cider, obtainable 
only through a government liquor store, costs 
33 cents for a pint. % 

I had a tie cleaned for eightpence—less than 
10 cents. The last time I had a tie cleaned in Vic¬ 
toria it cost me 50 ccots. 

* * # 

I don’t claim that these three examples are a 
reliable guide to the difference between Canadian 
and British cost of living. The British wage-earner, 
I believe, averages about two-thirds of tne Cana¬ 
dian average 

If Canadian prices on goods and services were 
50 per cent higher than British prices, I„wouldn’t 
object. 

But why should it cost me five times as much 
to have minor repairs done to my typewriter? Why 
should it cost five times as much to have a tie clean¬ 
ed; SEVEN TIMES as much for a haircut’ 

I know' the answer: Just ordinary greed. 

* * * 

A typewriter man in a B.C. town (not Vic¬ 
toria) told me frankly: “Four dollars is the mini¬ 
mum charge in all the typewriter stores.” And the 
people have to pay it. because they can’t find any¬ 
one to do the job for less. 

Why should Canadian barbers charge seven 
times more than English barbers? The barbers 
give a long song-and-cianc? about cost of living, 
rent, light and general expenses Maybe soq^e of thetr 
customers believe it. But I wonder if the barbers 
really believe It themselves. 

Why should B.C. cider cost twice as much as 
English cider? I suppose you can blame the Liquor 
Control Board and two tax-hungry governments 
for that.

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The Shrum Report 


I F the Shrum report is regarded in 
th# light of a referee's dec ision on 
a Briggs-Bepnett contest then the 
conclusion must be that the result 
is a tie. Praise and blame are directed 
at both. The former genera! manager 
of the power commission is cited as 
serving the commission well and ably 
but his charges of political interfer¬ 
ence are held to l>e unfounded. The 
report sustains the propriety of the 
government's refinancing policy for 
the power commission—the factor 
that sparked the Briggs - Bennett 
controversy and led to the former's 
dismissal—but rejects the argument 
that this was uninfluenced by the 
government’s debt-free plans. 

The' overspending by the com¬ 
mission on certain power projects is 
laid at the feet of the commission 
as a whole and not simply as the 
general manager’s error, but this is 
offset by the acknowledged pressure 
on the commission to expedite these 
devlopments. The commissioners are 
faulted for not presenting the posi¬ 
tion of the BCPC clearly, but the 
government showed insufficient 
awareness oP the problems of the 
power commission The foregoing 
sums up the essential pros and cons 
in broad perspective. 

For the all the monumental pub¬ 
licity attending the Briggs-Bcnnett 
controversy it is worth remembering 
there never was any question of mal¬ 
feasance on anyone’s part or-of any 
irregularities. The issue was one of 
policy and of the conflict between 
public and private power. The Shrum 
report takes note of this vital as¬ 
pect of its investigation by suggest¬ 
ing the need for closer and better 
understanding between the power 
commission and the B.C. Electric. The 
clash of personalities also played its 
part in the divergences which oc¬ 
curred, including government repre- 
srntatives. and this is something per¬ 
haps inescapable when ardent men of 
competence argue the merits of their 


respective cases. In addition the com¬ 
plex nature of power problems in¬ 
creased the difficulties, but the re¬ 
port accepts as valid that each in¬ 
dividual concerned was pursuing the 
interests of the agency he repre¬ 
sented. 

It is to clarify the future that a 
new energy board is recommended, 
and has since been named. There 
may be dubiety about any steps to 
bring the power commission under 
the public utilities commission if this 
duplicates or infringes on the refer¬ 
ence terms of the new board—thus 
a'dding to the complexities—but the 
setting-up of the energy board can 
be commended. It should bring order 
out of the confusion adduct'd by the 
Shrum investigation by holding the 
balance between public and private 
power and give guidance and direc¬ 
tion where it is most needed. It will 
have authority to frame a power 
policy suited to the growing needs of 
the province, and in this way remedy 
any lack of unified plans which cur¬ 
rently may be held as a government 
responsibility. 

Having made the rocommanda- 
tion Dr. Shrum is himself charged 
with the chairmanship of the new' 
board. The appointment to it of Dr. 
Keenleyside, the head of the power 
commission since its reorganization 
and improved status—which was in¬ 
duced bv the Briggs affair—should 
ensure that the interests of public 
power do not go by default. Mr. 
James Sinclair’s presence on the 
board, since he is head of the fish¬ 
eries association, should aid im¬ 
mensely in reconciling the conflict 
between power and fish, which is as 
important a matter as the contro¬ 
versial issues examined.hv the Shrum 
report. It would seem therefore that 
out of the Briggs controversy has 
come good, if only because power 
development in B.C. should now re¬ 
ceive more comprehensive and more 
vigorous attention. 


Half-Loaf Ferry Service 


P ROSPECTS for direct ferry 
service between the ports of Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver have been clari¬ 
fied by Mr. J. N. Kraine, vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way. Whatever local bodies and or¬ 
ganizations may feel about CPR 
ferry policy as enunciated by Mr. 
Fraine. they will appreciate his clear 
statement of the position with re¬ 
spect to Victoria. 

The outlook now may not 
quite a* black as it had boon painted. 
Some time ago Victoria was given 
to understand that when CPR ferries 
are taken off the summer triangle 
run next month that would be the 
last Victoria would see of them. 
After that travellers to and from the 
mainland would be dependent on 
connections at Nanaimo or Sidney, 
or on service by air. 

From what Mr. Fraine said this 
week, however, the CPR’s curt ail¬ 
ment policy is a little less severe than 
that. The Seat tie-Victoria-Vancouver 
triangle service will h e provi ded — 
during the tourist season only — so 
long as public patronage of the run 
warrants It The inference to tye 
drawn from this is that the service 
during the summer now ending was 


well enough supported to warrant 
operation. The equally obvious infer¬ 
ence is that if the triangle summer 
run ever fails to pay its wav that will 
be the end of it. 

Perhaps that is the best Victoria 
can hope for under the inflexible 
CPR policy requirement that each 
and every unit of the organization 
show an annual profit, or lie extin¬ 
guished. Disappointed and aggrieved 
as Victoria may feel over this appli¬ 
cation of business principles, it is 
scarcely in a position to demand any¬ 
thing. It may ask, as public and semi- 
public bodies have done over and 
over again; but the answer plainly 
is that it is not the policy of the com¬ 
pany to grant favors—though in its 
early years the CPR received a great 
many from the people of Canada 
and this island. 

The sense of abandonment afflict¬ 
ing the business life of this city would 
be less marked if the company had 
been able to see its wav to continue 
direct sen ice through the coming 
winter and spring until the new 
provincial service from Sidney is 
ready. In the light of stated CPR 
policy it now appears futile to pursue 
that appeal any farther.

At the moment. the vendetta Grivaf 
is waging seems mainly designed to ad¬ 
vance his political ambitions in Athens. 
But it does help the cause of the ex¬ 
tremists who are trying to upset the 
plans of Makarios and others to bring 
the new republic into being- without 
Strife 

Some of .Grivas' supporters in Cyprus 
\ arc hoping he can gain power before 
uTebtAlary in time to repudiate the London 
accord and try agaip to annex the island 
to Greece. 


Delilah pried the secret' of hi* 
strength from Samson, but he had 
more than hl§ hair to recommend 
him. He was a judge for 20 years, so 
obviously he possessed both braw’ti 
and brain, lucky chap. Most of us 
are one or the other; some of us 
cheated out of bolh, as the com- 
p'ainant said who had neither good 
looks nor money. 

Admiral Byrd used to affirm that 
men had deep wells of strength they 
never used, and that few men ex¬ 
hausted the resources dwelling within 
them. As an explorer with experience 
that tested the mental and physical 
rapacities of humankind he had war¬ 
rant for his comment. His remark re¬ 
minds me that the student ringleader 
who removed the Stone of Destiny 
nine years ago tells of hefting the 
larger part of the stone it was 

broken in two weighing some 300 

pounds into a small car; and he him¬ 

self weighed only 130 pounds. Faith 
was at the root of this herculean 
hoist, how ever. That is another aspect 
of strength. 

* ★ * 

So is spirit. The man on fire with 
an idea or forced to a seemingly im¬ 
possible task can often surprise him¬ 
self as well as others. This is Admiral 
Byrd's tenet in action. No one reading 
this but at some time has tackled 
something that seemed too formid¬ 
able to be done, and yet was accom¬ 
plished. This is drawing on the latent 
lesources within. Strength, in other 
word. 

Ghandi had a thought on the sub¬ 
ject too. It was that “strength does 
rot come from physical capacity, it 
comes from an indomitahle will." He 
was the living proof of his own thes.s: 
a figure so slight the wind could 
blow him over but filled with implac- 
able resolve and determination. In 
some people this is called stubborn¬ 
ness. depending on the degree and 
the circumstance, hut stubbornness is 
•nevertheless strength of mind. 

It seems fairly certain at any rate 
that will power has had more to do 
with the woild's destiny than per¬ 
sonal physical strength. Hitler was 
weedy enough but see what he did to 
all of us because of a consuming 
. bent of miod. Sq, many "big ’ men of 
history in fact have been small men 
physically, but compounded of grit, 
tenacity, faith, endurance, zest or en¬ 
thusiasm—all facets of this element 
called strength. 

Yet brawn is *ot to be discounted. 
Look at Donald Gordon; his size adds 
prestige to his brain po"'* r Better 
stilL to round off this discussion let's 
go hack to its beginning Archie 
Moore. He combines physical strength 
and rpental skill, a very desirable 
combination as the Ottawa Journal 
was not slow to 


T HE main lines of President Elsen¬ 
hower’s program'for his visit to

Adenauer, have given rise to all kinds 
of speculation and surmise as to the 
differences within the NATO alliance 
whic h have to be “ironed out." and as 
to European misgivings about the 
comiitg Eisenhower • Khrushchev 
meetings which ha\e to be allayed.

Such spec illations always tend to 
be exaggerated. In this case they cer¬ 
tainly are. That there are differ¬ 
ences of views inside the NATO alli¬ 
ance goes without saying. But they 
are not fundamental or dangerous. 
There may be In some quarters soma 
anxieties lest an overall settlement 
with the Soviet Union might be at 
the expense of the national interests 
of this or that country. 

There may be other anxieties. 
This is natural and Indeed inevitable 
in an association of free nations in 
which the partners have spec ific na¬ 
tional interests as well as an overrid¬ 
ing common Interest. 

They have problems of partner¬ 
ship w hich do not arise in totalitarian

But that is not so with NATO. t 
There is no “preflominant partner.” 
ho head of one NATO government 
who can take decisions or even con¬ 
duct negotiations on behalf of all. 

Hence the grow ing practice of con¬ 
stant consolations: sometimes, and 
# indeed regularly, in the NATO coun¬ 
cil; sometimes In meetings of foreign 
ministers; and also in personal visits 
between heads of government. It Is, 
as it needs to be. a flexible and almost 
informal method. And it has on the 
whole w'ot ked with remarkable 
smoothness. 

But It is true that in these inter¬ 
changes. visits to other allied heads 
of government by t the president of 
the United Slates have been rare. 
There has been a long - standing 
American tradition against thpm. In¬ 
credible though it may seem, the only 
Ignited States president to visit lx>n- 
don while in office was Woodrow Wil¬ 
son in 1919. Mr. Eisenhower t'omes 
here for the first time as president. 
And though he has been to Paris, 
that was for a “top level" NATO 
council, not for a visit to the head af 
tne French government. 

So this coming series of visits does 
break new ground. It is, except for 
the very special case of Wilson per¬ 
sonally heading the American delega¬ 
tion to the Versailles peace Confer¬ 
ence, a new departure and, one may 
hope, a precedent.

The Meaning of a Cold War 


(From The Montreal Star) 


I T is time to take a hard look at 
wnat, for more than ten yearn 
now. we have been calling ‘The Cold 
War.” Ti 

VlcerPresidenr Nixon Is reported 
to have said privately, after his re¬ 
turn from Russia, that the cold war 
may go on for 50 years. If. by this, 
he means that the cold war will per¬ 
sist in its present form for half a cen¬ 
tury. we can take heart. There have 
been in the past long periods of time 
when peace was preserved only by 
fighting cold wars rather than hot- 
wars. It is different if the’so-called 
cold war is punctuated, as It was in 
Korea and in Vietnam, by open ag¬ 
gression and the outburst Af minor 
fighting. 

* * * 

If Mr. Nixon means only, when he 
talks of 50 years of «t>ld war. that 
the major powers will not dare let 
dow n their guards and must continue 
to hutdep themselves with the costs 
of rearmament this is a situation al¬ 
most normal. When war broke out in 
1911. there had heen a good 15 year* 
of an atmament race. Nobody, how¬ 
ever, called that a cold war. In fact, 
everybody said there had been no real 
war for a century. The Crimean war 
and the Franco Prussian war simply 
didn't count in the general calcula¬ 
tion. though they had heen grim af 
fairs. 

When Mr. Anth*»ny Eden wa# 
a*ked. dunrje the last war. vfhether 


there was a good chance of "durable 
peace" after It, he said there w^as. 
Then he added thoughtfully, "By • 
durable peace I mean one that will 
last 25 years." If we accept* the Eden 
definition -obviously the definition 
of a man deeply versed in diplomacy 
— then we are now in the midst of 
“durable peace." though we call it 
“cold war.” 

There is alw’avs strain and trouble 
between nations. There Is always ten¬ 
sion somewhere. This is in ttie nature 
of things 

# a ♦ 

What upset us all after 1915 was 
the speed with which the tensions 
developed. The Soviets wasted no 
time in try ing to enlarge and consoli¬ 
date their sphere of influence, and 
they were gieatly encouraged h\ the 
speed with which the West demobil¬ 
ized. It was that reason this imme¬ 
diate emergence of strain that 
dubbed the ensuing period one. not of 
peace, but of cold war. 

No visit by Mr. Khiushchev to 
Washington, no visit of President 
Eisenhower to Moscow, is likely to 
reduce tensions very much. The best 
that can be hoped for is the arrange 
ment of some modus vivendi which 
will permit the two principal antag 
onists to reduce the burden of arma¬ 
ments on their peacetime economies. 
Even that objective can only he real¬ 
ized if some degree of mutual confi¬ 
dence can be induced.

In addition to th* usual run of 
tulip*, daffodils and crocuses, so 

much in «»vidRnc# in all our gardens, 
you'll find quite a few not *o < ommon 
bulbs in the catalogues which can 
be planted this fall for blooming next 
spring and summer. Most of these 
are quite easy to grow and fairly 
inexpensive to buy. 

Allium Moly, sometimes called 
Golden Garlic, is an ornamental 
cousin to our garden onion. Pro¬ 

ducing umbels of yellow flowers on 
12 inch stems. Allium is worthy of 
a place in the perennial border and 
is equally at home naturalized in 

grass, like daffs and crocuses. Oc¬ 

tober is the best mopth for planting 
and the bulbs can he purchased for 
around 40 cent* a dozen or 12.75 per 
100 . 

♦ * * 

Another pretty bulb flower which 
deserves more extensive planting is 
Bnbiana. a South African flower some¬ 
what like the Freesia. Blooming 
In April and May, it bear* compact 
spikes of flowers ranging in color 
from blue to yellow to rose and crim¬ 
son. Rabtana makes a plant standing 


about nine Inches tall and is there¬ 
fore a good subject either for the 
front of the border or for a pocket 
in the rock garden. The bulbs run 
about 90 cents a dozen. 

Fritillaria Meleagri*. the Snake's 
Head Fritillarv. isn't everybody’s cup 
of tea. as the flowers appear macabre 
and sinister to some folk*. I rather 
like the thing and find it a useful 
subject for the shadier parts of the 
garden, where the bulbs are planted 
four inches deep in peaty soil. 

ASA 

Because of its checkered mark¬ 
ings. the plant is sometimes called 
the Checkered Lily or Guinea Hen 
Flower. The true name. Fritillaria. 
is Latin for “dice box" and I presume 
it was so named by some ancient 
Romari crapshooter I have the 
purple variety, mottled with pinkish 
markings, and the variety Alba, with 
dainty drooping white bells. 

Ixia. the African Com Lily, is a 
most graceful subject, although not 
too reliable in a cold, wet spring. The 
thin stems are about 19 inches tall, 
bearing a profusion of varied and 
brilliantly colored blooms, all with 
dark centres. Plant three inches deep 
in October in rather sandy soil, prefer¬ 


ably in a sunny position with a hft 
of shelter from cold winds. 

The Corn Laly is a good subject, 
too. for potting up to bloom indoors. 
Fill the pots with the same sandy 
soil plus a little peat moss and stand 
in an unheated frame until early 
spring, when they can be brought, in* 
doors and flowered in a sunny win¬ 
dow. The bulbs run around 30 cent* 
a dozen or $2 per 100. 

* * * 

Another South African bulb 
flower, a great favorite with my wife, 
is Sparaxis. known as the Wand 
Flower for its thin, wiry stems, op 
as the Harlequin Flower for its radi¬ 
ant coloring. The bulbs are usually 
bought in a mixture and such a mixed ‘ 
bag will produce color combination* 
rarely seen in any other flower We 
have just one named variety called 
Fire King, with flaming scariet flow¬ 
ers and a black centre with a yellow- 
ring. 

Sparaxis likes about the same con¬ 
ditions as Ixiasandy. well drained soil, 
a sunny location and some protection 
from the wind. The bulbs are planted 
three inches deep and six inches 
apart and cost about 50 cents a dozen 
or $3.50 per 100.

One script 
arrived on birrhbark in a sea-chest.” 

.Sponsors will not run any risks 
on new stories. Not only that but a 
sponsor of a gay musical will even 
complain if the show before his is too 
grim and sometirfles he can su<*caed 
in-getting it off the air so that tha 
viewer will arrive at His musical In 
the proper frame of mirtd. 

Susskind still fiercely defends clas¬ 
sics on TV. arguing that it's the only 
exposure to classics for today’s illiter¬ 
ate generation which simply doesn't 
read.
